FRANK BOSTON—General Course 
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The illustrious class of 1956 came into this new world on the bright morn of September 
5, 1951, at the Allentown Bible Institute. Look at their bewildered eyes, quizzical faces 
and touseled hair! Do we hear their plaintive cries? Could it be from filling out those 
long yellow sheets of blanks for registration?!! Those composing this new body (those 
who have survived the various childhood diseases and growing-pains of class-life) are 
James Brillhart (a neat, systematic fellow, eh, Ruth?), Leroy Fetterolf (a true Christian 
gentleman), George Melvin (utilizes library books), John Wiktorchik (has what it 
takes), and Robert Williams (likes a friendly argument). Rev. Wilbur Bubb (now pastor 
of a church in Massachusetts) came that year as a teacher. The year was filled brim-full 
with varied experiences, incidents and events, as they adjusted themselvs and eased into 
college routine. Closing days of the school year came all too quickly, and the graduating 
class of 1952 said farewell. They left as their class gift the tile for the dining room floor, 
a grand and enduring gift by which to be remembered. 


In the Fall of 1952 some new members joined this class now growing out of its infancy. 
Ralph Baynum (small but mighty), Miles Bennett (wake up!), Ora Bennett (gentle 
and quiet!!), Curtis Blimeline (a Greek buddy), Robert Chew (business freezing?), 
Elsie C. Starusko (always busy—for others), William Thurston (took unto himself our 
librarian), Earle Wilson (great possibilities), Waughn Brayton (an expert on colors), 
Charles Corley (‘‘as Bro. Orr says’), were those of the Theology Course. To the High 
School department came Amy Pooley (a studious editor), Jerry Roseman (the salesman), 
Ruth Castevans (who got the photographer's eye!), Nadine Dixon (our Southern belle), 
Vernon Dawson (enjoyed football until—!), James Cooley (quite the musician!) , Robert 
Emerson, who came later in the spring, likes singing Carrolls! Remember the class (?) 
trip to Asbury Park and a notable letter from the President R.D.G. in Feb- 
ruary 1953? The Kampus Kitchen started stewing and brewing. Those were the days of 
gaiety! Maxwell’s on fire! On the more solemn side, the Fourth Street Mission was opened 
by a group of students—to reach the needy souls about us. The graduating class gave 
the lovely green drapes to beautify the chapel. 


With the dawn of a new school year, 1953, new recruits were ushered into the aging 
class. Faye Homme (“‘Just a minute, I'll ask Miss Trumpe’’), Lois Young (won't always 
be Young!), Eva Mae Orange (you'll never squeeze a lemon), George Wilson (con- 
versationalist), Charles Shumway (first on his feet), Ruth Lutts (endeared to us all), 
Catherine Hudson (steady on her feet—on ice!), Jacqueline Trimm (longs for long 
s.p.'s!), and Mark Wiest (as able mechanic). To the faculty were added Mr. and Mrs. 
Masterman as directors of our music department and beloved by all. Also called was 
Mr. Charles Noll, our most capable leader of the instrumental choir (which he has found- 
ed and nurtured until it has reached national notice). Rev. and Mrs. Pownell and Rev. 
Charles Kindt also joined the teaching staff. It was during this, year that the music hall 
and music cottage were revamped and modernized. To music hall was given the name of 
Virginia Hall. Another building was reconstructed for commercial classes and dedicated 
as Del-Mar-Va Hall. The campus really began to take shape. Maxwell Hall became the 
girls’ (Young Ladies’) dorm. Allentown Bible Institute became accredited by the State 
of Pennsylvania and changed its name to the Eastern Pilgrim College, truly a great land- 
mark in our history. A float was entered in the Allentown Christmas Parade. The chimes 
for the organ were presented by the class of 1954, a gift much appreciated by all. 

















The Fall of 1954 found a number of new students expanding our maturing class. 
Richard Christman (big profit from Leh’s), Rita Howells (sleepy?), Betty Germano 
(homesick—for E.P.C.?), Mabel Carroll (with that beautiful voice), Ruth Bortner (quiet 
with warm, friendly ways), Geraldine Ream (Have your Spanish done?), Harold Shelley 
(sounds like a famous name!), Ira Sollenberger (going to E.M.C.) and Esther Wilhelm 
(living for Jesus), in the College and Theology courses. In the High School department 
were enrolled Wayne Butler (Happy Birthday!!), Gary Gattone (drives (?) a Ford), 
May Curtis (a mighty fine waitress), Charles Lambert (got a new job), Shirley Wensel 
(home-town girl), and Noble Wilhelm (likes color?!). Rev. and Mrs. Carl Hall and 
family moved into Old Main to fill the places of instructor, dean of men and assistant 
college pastor. We deeply appreciated his life and labors while here with us. 


The year of 1954-1955 was a year marked with memorable events. First of all the 
ground was broken on October 5 for the New Administration Building. The Share Bond 
Campaign was launched early in February to raise funds for the building. A total of over 
$14,000.00 was raised in the student body alone! In connection with this drive the Mixed 
Chorus made eleven week-end trips, and covered some 4,000 miles, in the effort to present 
the challenge to about 175 churches. The response was beyond all expectation— 
$102,000.00. Praise God! We won't forget our field trips—to Philadelphia and to New 
York. The fire alarm system was installed in various dorms. It works at Maxwell!! A 
new Hammond organ was purchased for the chapel. Who will ever forget the mock wed- 
ding?!!! At graduation Rees Hall was dedicated and Wesley Chapel rededicated (having 
had the portico added). We were honored to have Dr. Paul Rees as speaker. The class 
gift was very appropriate that of lamps for the beautifying of our campus. 


At the beginning of our final year at E.P.C. new halls and classrooms seemed like a 
dream—being realized. The fellows moved into new surroundings in the basement of 
Old Main. The new voices being heard in our class of 56 were those of Paul Fryer (a 
profound thinker), June Lynch (a little mzss?), Mary Coverdale (nice, neat, and noise-
